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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues where the prior art of Inukai and 
Bu can not be combined as suggested in the final office action because the prior art of Inukai measures the current flowing through the 
driving transistor and the third transistor of Inukai has the only task to discharge the storage capacitor, and does not guide the measuring 
current, and because the Bu reference does not use the OLED itself for the switching function. Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Inuka 
et al teach the limitations setforth in claim 1 , but fails to teach a third transistor taping into the first transistor drive current. The prior art of 
Bu et al teaches this feature in paragraphs 0017 and 0018. The prior art of Inuka et al is combinable with Bu as the prior art of Bu enables 
the current measuring result to be fedback to the data conductor in order to maintain the value of the reference current due to the 
feedback voltage in turn controlling the value of driving current to produce an OLED display device that can achieve uniform light 
emission. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 
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
